To answer certain inquiries, 
it will be noted that the Association must have an address more accurate than one from the last phone book; vital 
statistics alter more frequently than the Bell volume goes to press.

HOCKEY 

For those who were at the L.C.C. rink on February 22nd, this will merely remind them of an experience that had 
to be lived to be understood. Words can only recreate the situation: a powerful, experienced and very successful 
home team on an ice surface to its liking, a much lighter B.C.S. squad, nine of whom were rookie first teamers, and 
the A. O.B.A. Trophy up for takes. We had a two-goal edge on scoring, having beaten Ashbury 4-2 while the Lower- 
cans had shut them out with a single goal, and therefore a draw would send the shapely cup back to the Dining Hall 
for its 18th and one-third time, as against L.C.S.'s 9 1/3 possessions and Ashbury's 4 years and 4 months. 

From the outset, a fighting B.C.S. team forechecked the homesters against their backboards, and skymied every 
effort to launch a patterned attack from the L.C.C. zone. B.C.S. took its bumps, got up, and kept boring in. 
Nobody scored. L.C.C. fed many long passes to the red line, but the solitary floater there was smothered every 
time by two or three Bishop's defenders, and Dyer turned off the shots to perfection. We missed on three good chances; 
the home team had two dangerously close ones. 

The noise of the last period might have been that of the Memorial Rink as a busload of senior boys and the Montreal 
supporters roared their approval, and, when the final whistle sounded. Captain Darrell Abbott was only a stride ahead 
of a cheering crowd which poured onto the ice toward the goalie in appreciation of a masterful shutout.

Trial resumption of two Old Boys' games in a season, this year, lengthened rather than interrupted the string of 
school victories over the Saturday night re-visitors, and if any points were proved, they were that " a) the School 
team is still pretty capable (the L.C.C. game demonstrated that, also), and that " b) hockey is a game wherein an 
absolute essential is prime condition, in-the-grooveness, comme I'habitude " or what you will. 

Eric Molson's strong team of January 18 included ten ex-first teamers, two ex-Captains and one of the hottest 
scoring lines in a generation. Four unanswered goals in the opening period, a standoff, one- goal effort in the middle 
twenty minutes, and a 3-2 edge in the final gave the school an 8-3 victory in a very good game. There was a lot of 
good hockey and near- minimum of penalties; the one minor, for hooking, was not picked up by the Old Boys. 

For your observer, one of the most enjoyable parts of the night was a logical, fair-minded analysis of the Old Boys' 
Game phenomenon by some of the sharpest historians it has been our pleasure to send up for matriculation. 

Peters Ashworth and Hutchins, with a somewhat younger group, hooked up in the second game, February 1st. 
'Twas the night after the Compton Dance, and the solid homecoming game by Vic Mills kept the score down to 
single figures, but there was never any doubt as to the outcome. Old Boys evened School's goal-production in the 
final stage of the game, which indicated that a dance-break in the training regime had dulled the edge. Once again, 
it was a clean game, with dishonours evenly divided " one minor apiece. Final score, 7-3.

Shocked, 
we reported him to the Head, whose reaction seemed mainly a desire to try it himself.)

NOW, no one knows of the 'Kilo', and the Practice Hill beyond the school woods is the limit of skiing in that 
direction. Even there it is no longer a case of ski down and climb up, for this winrer, through the generosiry of 
certain pareors, an electrically driven rope tow has been installed. The weather, however, was less efficient 
than the tow, and we shall have to wait till next winter to see what effect this has upon our skiing. To the 
'non-competitive' skiers, meanwhile, ir has been a boon. 

If the iron men of the climbing and cross-country days are inclined to accuse the present generation of being 
soft and lazy, they should think twice. Blame rather the equipment. THEN you used the same skis, poles, and 
boots for every purpose, running foot-free to the hill, then snapping on your Super-Diagonals, and letting gravity 
take its course. NOW we cannot run a foot in those great rigid boots lashed to the downhill ski, and who wants to 
go downhill in cross-country gear? Cross-country is still an event, but it is no longer in the natural course of 
events. And as for downhill and slalom NOW, off the skiers go on half-holidays and Sunday afternoons to Hill- 
crest, Orford, Glen Mountain- at least if the old equipment has been replaced, so has the 'Flying Kilometre'.

NOW the Players' Club has just performed 'Henry IV, Part I' once again. It was a colourful, virile, and very 
satisfactory producrion, and one could nor help but wish that the cast of the '47 production had been there to see 
it. NOW the performance was more finished, with far more effective scenery, lighting, music, sound effects, 
and background action. THEN, though, we were finding our way, and we have not forgotten John Turpin as 
Horspur. He knew one speech perfectly, the rest more or less: when stuck he was inclined to retreat to the safe 
ground of, 'My Liege, I did deny no prisoners.. .' He drove Norman Solomon, playing Prince Hal, frantic by 
refusing to stay dead; his upstage hand, out of sight of the audience, continued to act long after rigor morris 
should have set in. Solomon, incidentally, found he could ad lib in blank verse, a useful talent for the Shakesperian 
actor. And, refurbishing the Douglas's shield for the recent production, we caught up with John Ross seventeen years 
late - on the back of the shield was pencilled his one big speech, 'Arm, gentlemen, to arms ' 

NOW, this time, we had a professional actor, an Old Boy who had starred in three plays just afrer the first 
Henry IV, come backstage and tell the cast how they had done and make some constructive suggestions for future 
acting and staging. This was Howard Ryshpan, THEN of B.C.S.'s The Tempest, You Can't Take It With You and 
See How They Run, NOW of C.B.C. TV and Radio, La Poudriere, and points up the ladder. Howard is one of four 
theatrical figures to whom the Players' Club points with pride - David Atkinson of the New York stage, musical 
comedy, and TV: Paul Almond, top C.B.C. producer, at the moment direcring for Granada TV in England; 
George Sperdakos, currently under contract to Halifax's Neptune Theatre. And, oh, yes - guess who's a film 

producer NOW John Arm- gentlemen- 10- am Rass.

SALLITE TO SPRING 

Here is your calendar of School events, as far as they are fixed at press time, many of which you will be able to 
enjoy in Lennoxville or wherever the paths of duty and/or pleasure lead a representative group of B.C.S. boys. 

Spring is the ideal time to slip into the Townships and see the School in action; there is, at this season, a topical 
and entirely natural airing of a boy's inner being that takes place without ostentation or self-consciousness, and 
which manifests itself in a bewildering variety of behaviour. For those who know the symptoms, the spiritual re- 
lease of springtime can be seen in the hurtling abandon of the hundred yard dash, the resilience of leg muscles at 
the jumping pits, the thud of a falling, far-flung discus or shot, the thwack of oiled willow on tight-stitched leather

actors of a matutinal drama. So stand quietly or sit amongst the pines that flank FirstCrease and hear the 

muted background music of small birds and tinier insects; soon you may hear a rhythmic thump, thump of percussion 
that mounts in volume as pounds into view a hard-breathing miler or middle-distance boy, serious of face and lean 
of limb, splashing droplets over the grass in explosive showers with each footfall that brings him, in his hopes, 
nearer to a cup, a championship, or perchance a record to leave behind him as his mark of achievement. 



In the spring, each youthful veteran of the field, rink and classroom, looking back upon what he uneasily suspects 
were his formative years, experiences the first pains of approaching maturity, and would clutch to himself and re- 
live all the good moments he has known, forgetting, meanwhile, the bumps and abrasions which have also played 
their part in his growing up. 

All terms at School are buy, but the final term is filled to overflowing, and 'tis well that the sun rises early, so 
many are the demands upon waking time. Conscience and school curriculum call without respite: shining brass, 
polished leather, lint-free serge: catch-up class, finished essay, the dry-run test exam; starting-blocks, heat lamp 
and the pageantry of the Track Meet; the bounce and the bump of tennis and cricket balls, Chairman's Match, the 
Hitchman Shield; choir practice, robing, processional and Choir Trip; School exams, track and field preliminaries, 
twilight Evensong in Chapel, Closing Sports Day and Matrics. There really hasn't been enough time; so much has 
been left undone - but summer has come, spring has gone, and the Sixth Former is, finally, an Old Boy.
